A COMPLETE SPLIT, 


Deserters from the Older of 
Railway Conductors. 


A NEW ORGANIZATION FORMED. 


The D eserters Become a “ B ro th er 
hood’’—W orkers to Leave fo r 
th e E a st To-day. 


About six weeks ago the H e r a l d pub­ 
lished the news that a split was about to 
take place in the Order of Railway Con 
doctors, one of the most powerful labor 
organizations in the world. The item 
was not generally believed at the time 
to be more than a little dissenrion in the 
ranks of the railway men, bat it ha* 
taken another aspect since, and now 
promisee to be a complete split up among 
the conductors. It appears that Grand 
Chief Conductor W headon, of the 0 . R. 
C., is not very popular among the W est­ 
ern trainm en. They say that he does 
not look after their rights properly, and 
any 
petition 
they 
may 
make 
is 
shelved 
if 
it 
chances 
to 
meet 
with 
his 
personal 
disapprobation. 
It 
would 
seem 
as 
if 
this evil 
could be easily remedied by deposing 
him , bnt the representatives of the lines 
west of the Missouri River are in the m in­ 
ority on any proposition, and this is 
doubtless the principal reason for the 
split. 
The question was first markedly 
brought to light by the Santa Fe men in 
California. 8ome months ago the brake 
men and switchmen sent in an applica­ 
tion to headquarters for an increase of 
pay, as they received less wages than the 
Southern Pacific men, and their petition 
was granted, inasm uch as if it had been 
refused thero would have been a strike. 
Now the conductors bad precisely the 
same complaint to make, and accordingly 
sent in a similar petition. That was the 
last they ever saw of it though, for the 
company gave them no answer at all. The 
reason for 
this silence 
was 
easily 
accounted for. Among the by-laws gov­ 
erning the O. R. 0. appears a clause that 
no strikes will be permitted under any 
circumstances, so the Santa Fe knew that 
it was safe as far as any tie-up of business 
was concerned. 
This set the men to 
thinking of some way of getting out of a 
Íiosition wbere they were not able to act 
or themselves, and they finally decided 
that as they were powerless in the coun­ 
cils of the O. R. C. they would fcrm an 
organization of their own. The few bold 
spirits who conceived the scheme set 
about bringing it to something more than 
mere talk, and canvassers were sent for 
recruits among all the railroad men run­ 
ning in and out of the city. A good many 
favored the project and a good many were 
opposed to it, but the toilers kept on and 
as a result soon had a hundred memhers 
who were willing to break away from 
the old order. 
Then they set to work 
to form themselves into business shape. 
They elected a General Chief Conductor 
and the other necessary officers and 
adopted the title of “ Brotherhood of 
Railway Conductors.” 
A few 
more 
have joined the band since then, and it 
now numbers 108 members, who are 
equally divided between the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe railroads. To-day 
the real operations are to commence, for 
eight organizers will leave this city for 
points this Bide of the Missouri River, 
and will canvass for members for the 
new Brotherhood. 
They go with guar­ 
anteed salaries of $150 a m onth each, so 
there is evidently a good deal of money 
already put up to push the new organi­ 
zation through. 
The fact th at one of 
them is booked to Syracuse, N. Y ., looks 
as if it is intended to make tbe breaking- 
away general throughout the country, 
and if the movement succeeds east as 
well as it has done here the conductors 
will soon find themselves divided into 
two powerful factions. A good many 
seem to think that this movement will 
result all right, and th at all will enter 
into the fold of the 0 . R. C. again, which 
will, however, have its laws am ended so 
that theie will be better legislation for 
the W estern States. 
The members of 
the new order state that they are not 
proposing to make any fight against the 
railroad companies but simply against 
their own leaders, and tbe Santa Fe men 
avow that they are not anticipating any 
demands upon the road through the 
medium 
of 
this 
new 
order, 
but 
simply want to protect themselves in case 
of trouble. 
W hen it is considered that 
the O. R. C. number8’about 20,000 raen 
and contains nearly every railroad con­ 
ductor of standing'in the United States, 
it will be seen how im portant this blow 
at its foundation is, and the fact that the 
move has been made in this city, and 
the new organization worked up and 
oificered from the trainmen running in 
here, gives it a local coloring that will 
mark it with interest to all residents in 
this section of the country.

The proposition 
to establish an agency here for the dis­ 
posal of dressed meats to be shipped in 
from Chicago has not yet m atured.

CITY FUNDS. 


C o m p a r i s o n W l i b T h e i r C o n d i t i o n 
a Y e a r A g o . 
According to the report of the City 
Treasurer there was on hand on the 1st 
of the present m onth $530,836 31, against 
$694,401.64 at the same time last year. 
In comparing these two accounts, tho 
fact that there was an immense am ount 
of money on hand last year for street 
purposes which could not be touched by 
tbe city should be taken into consider­ 
ation. 
On the 1st of December last year 
there was about $.320.000 on hand for 
street purposes, and this deducted from 
the total leaves but $.374,401, which 
could be considered as being on hand for 
running expenses. 
According to this 
reckoning the funds to-day are in - 
much better condition than they we>* a 
year ago.

WH4T BECOMES OF THEM. 


A Forty-eiffbt Hours Conflueraent 
and Then Liberty or 
Death. 


M ilton Lewis, th e keeper of the dog* 
ponnd, was engaged in tho blood-thirsty 
occupation of loading a revolver w hen a 
H erald m an dropped into h is cabin on 
the river front yesterday afternoon. 
"How are you?” he said, checking a 
low whistle with which he had been 
entertaining himself. ‘‘Lost your dog?” 
The scribe stated that he had had no 
such animal in his possession, and then 
explained that he had called in to get a 
few pointers upon the manner in which 
the pound is run, whereupon Milton im­ 
mediately announced that he was at his 
visitor’s disposal. The first thing was 
to take a look at the prisoners,and a mot­ 
ley crew they were. Dogs of almost every 
known and unknown race looked up in­ 
quiringly as they saw a pair of eyes 
turned on them from without, and then 
set up a howl that for lack of melody 
could not be surpassed. They probably 
thought that the scribe had come to set 
them free, and one cute-looking fox 
terrier expressed his delight by playfully 
nipping a strange looking brute by his 
side and received in return a snort and 
snap that sent him, tail between his legs, 
discomfited to the corner. A retriever 
tried to force his way through the bars 
as the Bcribe stepped back, %nd set up a 
mournful howl at this failure, and this 
seemed to strike a keynote for all, for a 
plaintive wail went up that seemed al­ 
most human in its appeal. 
“They must be hungry,” said the re­ 
porter to Milton, who indignantly re­ 
plied, “No, sir; every dog that goes into 
that cage gets all he wants to eat and 
drink until he goes away, either to a 
home or to the place where he winds up 
his career forever. I suppose you want 
to know how this whole thing is handled, 
so come along into my room and I’ll tell 
you all I know.” 
Milton's chamber is really part of the 
pound as there is simply a wooden parti­ 
tion between him and his charges, aud 
as furniture was rather scanty the scribe 
took a seat on the side of a bed, kicked 
open the door so as to get plenty of fresh 
air and then looked attentively at his 
host, who sat mediatively collecting his 
thoughts. "Well,” began that individual 
at last, "you have of course seen the dog- 
catchers at work on the streets. They get 
25 cents a piece for every unlicensed dog 
they catch, and as the wagon with its 
lariaters brings in about sixteen dogs a 
day they make pretty good wages. The 
catchers have instructions to arrest every 
untagged dog and if they happen to bring 
in a licensed animal who has simply lost 
his badge, his owner can reclaim him 
without cost and the catchers are mulcted 
in that amount. When the dogs are 
brought 
here 
they 
are 
turned 
into the 
pen 
and 
fed, 
and 
then I take a record of them all. Forty- 
eight hours after their arrival here they 
become public property and anyone can 
come and select any of them and for $2 I 
give him a bill of sale for his choice. 
Should the owner of the animal see it on 
the streets afterwards he cannot claim it 
for our title is (liven by the city and is 
absolute. About every week we kili off 
the uncalled for doge. They are loaded 
into wagons and taken outeide the city 
limits, where they are killed and 
scalped, for the Poundmaster gets $1 
from the city for every scalp he presents. 
That is where his profit comes in. He 
gets the $2 tax for every dog claimed or 
sold from here and alBo the blood money, 
and out of this he pays for the catching, 
the food and other attendant expenses. 
We do not kill any valuable dogs be- 
cauee we can always dispose of them 
sooner or later.” 
"I suppose you have some fine animals 
here sometimes?” queried the news- 
gather. 
“Why, ves; during the four months 
that I have been in charge there have 
been dogs worth $50 apiece in our ken­ 
nels. There was a splendid setter in 
there for about a week, and I began to 
think that I would have to send him out 
to the graveyard, for he was eating his 
head off, and there were no demands for 
dogs that week, but a sporting gentleman 
dropped down one day, sized him up and 
pulled out the $2 without a word of dis­ 
sent.” 
“ How do you manage to sleep here 
with that din, which I suppose goes on 
in the night as well as the day?” said 
the reporter. 
‘‘Oh! I have got used to it. It was 
pretty hard at first, especially when a 
dog would get in there and howl with 
that melancholy moan which supersti­ 
tious people dread. I don’t mind it now, 
thougb, and I can drop off to sleep with 
a full chorus going, with as much ease as 
if they were barking a lullaby.” 
“Ever have any riots in there?” 
“Sometimes, but I soon stop them. I 
have got special pens for the bad charac­ 
ters, but as a rule there’s not much 
trouble You see they are frightened 
and therefore not much on the fight.” 
“Be sure vou get it in straight ahout 
the dogs getting plenty to eat,” said Mil­ 
ton, as the scribe arose to take his 
departure.

when ladies come down here look­ 
ing for their dogs. 
They 
peer 
through the bars, and when the dogs 
howl they say, ‘Oh, the poor creatures, 
they must be starving. I always tell 
them that the dogs have a good sight 
more to eat thau a good many people 
arouod town, but I know they don’t 
believe me. Good day; call around when 
yon want a dog and I’ll pick you out a 
good one.” 
“Adios,” said the scribe, and the dogs 
watching through their prison bars howled 
a mournful farewell as he walked away.

The West-Houud Business on tlie 
Santa Fe-L.ocal News. 
The Santa Fe overland train which 
arrived in this city yesterday morning 
was compelled to run in two sections ow­ 
ing to the heavy travel here. The exact 
number of arrivals is not known, but is 
between 300 and 400. This, it must be 
remembered, was not an excursion party 
but simply the regular travel from Kan­ 
sas City and other central points.

Hereafter the Pullman sleepers on 
train No. 17, which arrives here at 7 
p. m . from San Francisco, will be switch­ 
ed off and kept in the yards here until 
o’clock, so passengers need not get up so 
early as heretofore. 
The new depot hotel at Indio will be 
finished in about two weeks from date 
It is a much finer building than the one 
that was burnt down some time ago, and 
its manager states that a good many of 
the rooms have been engaged. 
Tlie Dan Pedro Wharf. 
Part of the $30,000 creosoting works 
which are beiug shipped to San Pedro 
from Germany for the Southern Pacific’s 
Dew wharf have arrived. The piling is 
now out about 100 feet from the shore, the 
wood having been encased in boxes of 
cement so as to prevent the attacks of 
the water worms. In all probability it 
will be three months before the creo^ot- 
ing works are in full operation and then 
the work on the wharf will be again 
commenced and continued until all is 
done. 
The well borers on the Crocker town- 
site plateau have started in operations 
nearer the bluff. They have instructions 
to sink 1,000 feet if the indications are 
good.

Mr. Mayer 
probably travels more miles in a year 
than any other man in America. Since 
leaving hero in June, 1887, with Sarah 
Bernhardt, he went to New York, from 
tnere he journeyed across the Atlantic 
and presented Mme. Bernhardt to the 
people of Cork, Dublin, Glasgow, Edin­ 
burgh, 
Leeds, Liverpool, 
Manchester 
and London. Mme. Bernhardt then took 
a rest for two months and Mayer returned 
to New York, and on November 22, 1887, 
presented Mme. Etelka Gerster in con­ 
cert at the Metropolitan Opera House, 
under Mr. Abbey’s management. 
The 
Chronicle has already informed its read­ 
ers ot the loss of the prima donna’s 
voice. Mr. Mayer in speaking of this 
expressed much regret. 
“ A few days after this,” said Mr. 
Mayer, “ Mr Abbey presented to the 
New York public Josef Hofmann, the 
boy pianist, and 1 continued to pay my 
attention to this enterprise until he 
broke his contract in February."

Patti 
and Mayer left Montevideo on August 8th 
lor England on the steamer Tagus, but 
had io stop at Rio for two days to await 
the English steamer Ionic, on which they 
had engaged passages. The Princess anti 
several of the Ministers waited on Mme. 
Patti and asked her to give a concert by 
herself, and guaranteed $20,000 as the 
receipts. 
They intended to make the 
price forty milreis, which is equivalent to 
twenty dollars American money. The 
price charged at Buenos Ayres was twenty 
dollars Argentine money, but which is 
only sixteen dollars gold. 
It was impos­ 
sible to give a concert in Rio, and Mme. 
Patti, after promising to return, departed 
on August 14th to Plymouth, England, 
aud arrived thereon September 3d, where 
she was met by many friends who came 
from London, and departed that day for 
her castle at Craig-y-Nos. 
Mme. Patti is 
now playing in opera in Paris, appearing 
in Romeo and Juliet at the Grand Opera 
Honee. 
Marcus thinks it probable Mme. 
Patti will return to the United States the 
season of 1889-90, in which case she will 
certainly visit San Francisco. 
The Coquelin - Hading Company ap­ 
peared in Rio Janeiro twenty-two times,

a year and a half or two years to come.

The Teinple- 
street road is about to expend $100,000 in

All this employs men in 
various capacities and keeps the money 
in active circulation. That is the main­ 
spring of prosperity. The County Court 
House is going along at a good pace.

It is pretty certain that early in tho new 
year the Southern Pacific Company will 
begin work on the extensive system of 
car shops to be built in East Los Angeles.

When they are finished and 
equipped with machinery they will be 
actively operated, which means employ­ 
ment for a large number of men. At

wharf of very extensive dimensions, anil 
at a cost of about a million dollars.

for now is the creosoting works 
which come from Germany. A portion 
of this plant has already arrived and the 
balance is due at a near day. These are 
but a few of the great exploits now in the 
way of development in and about the 
Angelic city. Private enterprises legion 
in number are going on, and the whole 
course of affairs is on an ascendiDg scale 
of unprecedented degree. 
The sun of 
business prosperity is as bright for us as 
is the natural one which makes these 
charming winter days.

Objection is made to the division of 
the State on the ground of the movement 
being premature, and that the southern 
end of California is not competent to 
support the expensive dignity of State­ 
hood. The counties selected to form the 
new State have an assessed value as fol­ 
lows : Monterey, $13,945,605; San Ben­ 
ito, $6,616.620; Fresno, $38,572,150; Tul­ 
are, $23,223,275; Kern, $8,990,521; San 
Luis Obispo, $13,740 501; Santa Barbara, 
$19,694,676; Ventura, $8,536.770; Los 
Angeles, $100,703,040; San Diego, $3S, 
<170,778; San Bernardino, $21,822,585 
Inyo, $1,359,723; Mono, $995,572; Al­ 
pine, $280,423; Merced, 
$14,177,304 
Mariposa, $1,893,715; Tuolumne, $2,505,­ 
294. Total, $324,988,752. 
The increase of wealth in this section 
is at a pace phenomenal by all rules of 
comparison established by the history of 
the human race. Ranches of 50,000 acres 
and upwards, on which there are not 
fifty inhabitants, and which are purchas­ 
able at the rate of $15 per acre, are being 
subdivided into twenty acre farms, 
each of which a home is established and 
fruit trees planted, or industries set afoot. 
Under the new regime there are as 
many inhabitants on fifty acres a6 there 
were on 50,000, and the value rises from 
$15 per acre to $500 The to‘al valnation 
in the above summary will double over 
and over again in the next ten years. The 
population grows as rapidly as the values 
—indeed, the increase is more rapid. 
Here is the estimated population of the 
seventeen counties in the proposed new 
State: Alpine, 400; Fresno, 30,000; 
Inyo. 2,750; Kern, 7,500; Los Angeles, 
175,000; Mariposa, 5,000; Merced, 7,000; 
Mono, 1,500; Monterey, 19,000; San 
Benito, 8,500; San Bernardino, 30,000; 
San Diego, 35,003; San Luis Obispo, 
18,000; Santa Barbara, 18,500; Tulare, 
26,000; Tuolumne, 7,003; Ventura, 10,250 
Total population of the proposed new 
State, 404,000. 
By the time the census of 1890 is taken 
the new State will number half a million 
of souls. We have both wealth and 
population sufficient to found a State on. 
The estimates of population are our own, 
and are slightly greater than those usu­ 
ally given, but they are nearer the truth 
than any smaller figures. 


O u r C o m m e r c i a l A d v a n t a g e . 
Time and again the H e r a l d in the 
past sixteen yearB has called attention to 
the commercial advantage which this city 
enjoys m being at one of the termini of 
the shortest line between ocean and 
ocean within the United States. The 
trade between the Orient and western 
Europe and our own country is growing 
to enormous proportions. Its path lies 
directly across North America. There 
are five transcontinental lines of road 
now engaged in this trade as a large part 
of their business. Several lines of large 
steamers are engaged in it on the 
Pacific. 
At length our advantage 
in the shortest line between oceans has 
been seen by those interested in this 
trade. All these rival companies engaged 
in the same line of operations develop a 
keen spirit cf competition, and there is a 
sharp outlook kept by each for ariy ad­ 
vantage it may win over its competitors. 
Our advantage in this matter all lies in 
the short distance between ocean and 
ocean. Every hundred miles saved counts 
for much in determining routes to be 
taken. From Los Angeles to Galveston 
and New Orleans He the shortest lines 
across the Continent north of Mexico. 
Tbere are practicable harbors at both of 
the termini on these lines. At San Pedro, 
Redondo, Ballooa, Santa Monica and 
Alamitos Bay. All the shipping of the 
Pacific can be accommodated by the 
outlay of some money in building 
wharves and in making kindred improve­ 
ments. 
The people engaged in this 
transpacific trade are here to look after 
these things. They are matters which 
should enlist the active sympathy of all 
dwellers in this city. 
They should call 
ont the most energetic co-operation on 
our part in order to secure this trade, 
which by reason of position is our natural 
rigbt. Will the Chamber of Commerce 
take it up? 


A n A r l a t a r c l t . 
The La Verne Neion pays the H er a ld 
a handsome compliment in the quotation 
below, and then proceeds to criticise our 
position on the growth of this city thus: 
The Los Angeles H e r a ld is the best 
local paper in this part of the State, and 
it contains column after column of first 
class editorials concerning this section. 
But it is a little off when it speaks of Los 
Angeles and her population. It says: 
“Id s Angeles city now numbers close 
upon 100,000 souls. When the decennial 
census shall have been completed a year 
from next summer it will be found that 
this city will stand at not less than 125, 
000 inhabitants. There are not a score 
of cities in the Union which number that 
many people. This closely approximates 
the population of Buffalo, of Detroit, of 
Jersey City, Louisville, Milwaukee, Min­ 
neapolis and Pittsburg. It overlaps that 
of Indianapolis, St. Paul and Provi­ 
dence.” 
Now we won’t speak of any city except 
Milwaukee, which has now 180,000, and 
by next year’s census will have 200,000. 
Ids Angeles cannot hope to approximate 
200,000. If she does the half of it, we 
will be glad. We hope she may be 500,­ 
000 in that time, but it does not look 
that way at present. The H e r a l d Bhould 
be more careful in its statements. 
The New* is too Aristarchian in its 
strictures. Milwaukee, when the quin­ 
quennial census was taken in 1885, had a 
little less than 160,000 inhabitants. Ids 
Angeles city has doubled in popula­ 
tion 
in the last two yearB, and 
at this moment has not far from 100,000 
souls within her gates. The registered 
vote is nearly 15,000. It is conceded that 
there are probably 3,000 voters in the 
city who are not on the register for the 
reason that they have not been 
year in the State and therefore cannot 
vote. At the ratio of five and one-half 
population to the voter this would give 
the 99,000 souls. We do not claim that 
it is absolutely that number, but it 
does not lack much of it. 
The 
next census 
will 
not 
be taken 
until the summer of 1890, which will 
give us tbe advantage of two winters of 
growth. Why shall we not grow in the 
next two years as in the past two? 
Why shall not this city be found press­ 
ing up into the rank occupied by the 
score of cities in the Union of 125,000 pop­ 
ulation, and thus “closely approximate 
the population” of the cities named 
above—as they are ranked at this 
present time? That was our proposi­ 
tion. All we claimed by the next census 
was a population of 125,000. We shall 
pass it. The H e r a l d is always careful 
in its statements. 
Mr. W ic k s, in his Anti - Division 
speech Saturday night referred to the 
extensive loans of a San Francisco bank­ 
ing institution upon Los Angeles prop­ 
erty as security as an act denoting friend­ 
ship for this section of the State. That is 
a strained conclusion. Banks don’t in­ 
dulge in sentiment. The institution re­ 
ferred to made the loans because, 
on business 
principles, 
they saw 
safety 
and 
profit 
in 
them. 
If 
we had been separated by a State 
line that would have figured as nothing 
in the transactions. The gentleman also 
treated the argument of irrigation in a 
way which will not bear criticism. He 
said that it was foolish to talk about 
upsetting riparian rights aB determined 
by the Supreme Court. Now as it is not 
proposed to interfere with rights at all, 
riparian or other, there is nothing to upset. 
The friends of division claim that the 
prosperity of the southern part of the State 
depends upon irrigation, and that the 
riparian principle, which is favorable to 
the North, is injurious to our section. 
The North has prevented legislation 
favorable to irrigation; but if we were 
separated we could formulate a system 
of laws, based on the principle of appro­ 
priation, that would be of incalculab’e 
permanent benefit to the new State. It 
does not follow that riparian rights 
acquired under our present system of 
laws, are to be attacked. But the sooner 
we are in position to arrest the acquire­ 
ment of rights under the riparian princi­ 
ple, the better it will be for our section, 
in the end, all riparian rights that pre­ 
vent the extension of the irrigation prin­ 
ciple to the general benefit of the lands 


that can be reached, will be legally con­ 
demned and paid for. It may cos» 
the new State only a 
few 
mil­ 
lions to extinguish these rights in 
1890, while ten years later they would 
have eo increased in value as to cost 
many millions. The riparian principle 
applies beneficially only to a very limited 
extent in Southern California. 
Indeed 
that principle is salutary only in coun­ 
tries intersected by living rivers and sub­ 
ject to perennial rains.

A f f a i r

Birmingham, Alabama, has suddenly 
leaped into a most unenviable notoriety. 
The affair from its inception to its pres­ 
ent status has hardly an element in it to 
lend relief to the dark shadows which 
envelop it. The crime of Hawes, who is 
charged with the murder of his wife and 
20-year-old daughter in order that he 
might depart unmolested with a para­ 
mour, is the root of the trouble. The 
people of the town took it into their 
heads that Hawes should be lynched, 
and proceeded in force to carry out 
this 
design. 
The 
Sheriff 
seems 
to have 
had a high 
conception 
of his duty, and his status before the bar 
of public opinion will hinge on the views 
taken as to the necessity of his action, 
which appears at this distance as Draco­ 
nian in the extreme. A Gatling gun is a 
terrible engine of destruction to resort to 
in aDy circnmstances short of absolute 
necessity. Still the Sheriff may have 
known what he was doing* If the mob 
was really dangerous in its numbers and 
in the spirit actuating it, and such a 
measure was required to suppress this vio­ 
lent method of executing the vengeance 
which ought to be left in the calm hands 
of justice, then Sheriff Smith’s course 
will be not only approved, but it will be 
applauded. 
In stable 
communities, 
where law and order can be maintained 
by legal methods the wild justice of the 
mob ought to ba disallowed. The men 
who seek to enforce right by such wrong 
means, under such circumstances, are 
more in error than the original criminal.

Detective A. H. Mahoney, of Maho­ 
ney’s Detective Agency, San Francisco, 
is at the Nadeau. 
Mr. Mahoney is the 
gentleman who worked np the case 
against Dr. G. Hamilton Griffin lor send­ 
ing threatening letters, “by order of the 
Black Hand,” to the Hon. R. Dunsmuir, 
of Victoria, B. C., which resulted in a 
five years’ sentence for the Doctor 
the 
New Westminster Penitentiary. 
Mr. Mahoney says that the letters were 
simply marvels of workmanship, and 
the handwriting was disguised i_ „ 
manner that would have deceived tbe 
most efficient of experts. 
They were 
written in Spanish and Greek, and it 
was very hard work to trace them to 
their author. When arrested Dr. Griffin 
had only five cents on his person and a 
search of his rooms failed to disclose any 
money or assets of any description be­ 
yond personal attire. The “ Doctor” did 
very well for a short time after his ar­ 
rival up north and bis social abilities 
won him entrance to the best houses, 
where he kept bis footing until the stories 
of his doings down here got wind. 
He 
succeeded in running 
up several 
heavy bills, and among his clamoring 
creditors stands the proprietor of the 
Wilson House with a bill of $1,200 for the 
doctor’s board and lodging. Mrs. Griffin 
went back to her folks at Toronto, 
Canada, tbe day before the doctor was 
held to answer, and Mr. Mahoney says 
that the rumors that the doctor had a 
good deal of money saved and in her 
possession are untrue, because she 
had not the money to buy her 
ticket, and had it sent to* her 
from home. The doctor was taken to the 
penitentiary last Sunday, and as it is a 
pretty hard prison his experiences for 
the next five years are certainly not to 
be envied. Among his personal effects 
was a work in German entitled: “The 
Seven Books cf Moses,” but the doctor 
threw it into the fire when no one was 
looking so its contents are unknown.

MILITARY CAMP AT BIRMINGHAM. 


Thirteen Companies in the Field. 
Sheriff Mnith Arrested. 
Stirring: Scenes.

B ir m in g h a m , Ala., December 9.—A 
crowd which had been collecting on the 
streets for several hours, last night at 
midnight advanced on the County Jail, 
with the intention of lynching R. R. 
Hawes, charged with the murder of hie 
wife and child. Many of the best citizens 
tried to reason with the crowd and pre­ 
vent trouble, and some lost their lives in 
the attempt. When the crowd was with­ 
in a few feet of the j Ail door, and had 
failed to heed the numerous warnings, 
the officers opened lire upon them, killing 
three men instantly, fatally wounding 
seven and wounding more or less seri­ 
ously about thirty others. Following is a 
full list of 
THE KILLED AND WOUNDED: 
M. B. Throckmorton, Postmaster, a 
prominent and popular man, was shot in 
the hip and killed. 
An unknown Negro shot through the 
lungs, died this morning. 
J. R. McCoy was toward the irontof the 
crowd when the firiug commenced. He fell 
wounded at the first volley. 
A. P. Tarrant was shot in the back 
After the first volley he lay down on the 
ground with the hope of avoiding tie fly iug 
bullets; a ball struck him as he lay on 
his face and ranged up his back, killing 
him.A. D. Bryant was shot through the 
heart. He was standing near the jail, 
and was doiDg his best to restrain the 
crowd from going any nearer. 
C. C. Tate was shot through the hip 
and loin. He is dying. 
Bert Smith (colored was shot through 
the right lung and died this morn;ng. 
Lawrence Fitzhugh, a civil engineer, 
was badly wounded. 
Charles Bailey was shot through the 
head, fatally. 
Several of his companions were wound 
ed but less seriously. 
Charles Genkins was shot in the back 
of the head and died this morning. 
J. T. Montgomery received a slight 
wound in the jaw. 
Mr. Berkley was shot through both 
below the knee. 
Charles Bailey was shot in the right 
side.John Merritt was shot through the left 
leg.Matt Kennedy was shot through both 
legs below the knee, and also in the left 
arm below the elbow. 
B. W. Owen was shot through the right 
thigh. 
J. \V. Gilmore was shot through the 
bowels. 
Frank Childer is dead. 
Albert Smith colored) was shot in the 
bowels. 
W. A. Byrd was shot in the right 
shoulder. 
Most of the above are married and 
some of the dead leave large families. 
Col. Tom. B. Jones, of the second regi­ 
ment of the Alabama State troops, 
arrived here this morning with five com­ 
panies and is confident of his ability to 
prevent any further attempt at mob vio­ 
lence. There was much exeiteraent, but 
it has subsided somewhat to-day. 
THE SHERIFF DID HIS DUTY. 
St . L o u is, December 9. — The lie 
public's special from Birmingham, Ala., 
says: The situation here is compara 
tively quiet to-day, though the feeling is 
intense and the authorities have taken 
every precaution to avert a repetition of 
last night’s horrors. Colonel B. F. Jones, 
of the Second Regiment, arrived to-day 
and assumed command of the militia. 
Sheriff Smith in an interview said he 
deeply regretted the occurrence of last 
night, but felt he had simply done his 
duty. He Raid he gave the mob ample 
warning and did not give tbe order to 
fire until it was absolutely necessary, and 
that after the mob had begun to fire upon 
the jail 
Mayor Thompson, who was only in­ 
ducted to office last Wednesday, issued a 
proclamation this morning expressing 
sympathy for the families of the victims 
of last night’s tragedy and deeply re­ 
gretting the occurrence, but favoring the 
maintainance of law and order, and ap­ 
pealing to all who love peace and go<>d 
order to refrain from public assemblage 
and remain in the quiet of their homes. 
HAWES DECLARES HIS INNOCENCE. 
Hawes was interviewed to-day by a 
friend. In response to the first question 
as to his guilt, he said : “This is terrible 
here. I am confined in this cell charged 
with murdering my wife and daughter. 
Why should I kill them ? I loved those 
two children and once I loved their 
mother. The children 1 could not have 
killed because my heart was too full of 
love for them. The mother I would not 
have killed because we were apart.” 
When asked what he did when he 
heard the shots last night, Hawes said : 
“I got up aud dressed myself, ready to 
go with the crowd to the most iguomi- 
nous death a man could endure.” 
“Did you think they would get you?” 
“Yes, I felt sure they would.” 
POPULAR INDIGNATION. 
N a s h v il l e, Tenn., December 9.—An 
American special from Birmingham 
says: The defenders of last night’s 
wholesale slaughter are quoting in be­ 
half of its perpetrators that the blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church. 
They declare that the killing was done 
by the sworn officers of the law in the 
solemn discharge of their duty and that 
this example of unterrified intent to up­ 
hold the statutes in all theii majesty 
will prove a valuable though tragic les­ 
son to mobs in the future. The public 
are not disposed thus philosophically to 
look upon the tragedy. 
Nine citi­ 
zens out of ten in this city are 
open in denunciation of the awful crime. 
Men were shot down who were neither 
mobbera nor inciters to mob vengeance. 
Their dead bodies when examined were 
not loaded down with weapons. Throck­ 
morton had no pistol and was endeavor­ 
ing to induce the crowd to withdraw. 
To-day all through the long hours of the 
sabbath the blood of the martyrs crim­ 
soned almost every understanding and 
unlimited violence is openly advocated 
for those who last night fired the fatal 
bullets. It is generally believed that the 
recklessness and haste of the Sheriff in 
giving the command to fire, was assassina­ 
tion, and it is stated on all sides that the 
immense gathering was not for the pur­ 
pose at all of forcing the jail, but rather 
out of curiosity. There was never any 
real danger of assault. 
The Aye-IIerald to-day, with consider­ 


able enterprise, gave its readers eeveral 
extra editions, and with wise foresight 
shaped its editorials and local articles 
with a view to allay the excitement an J, 
ii p^prible, prevent any further trouble, 
‘here íb no calm, however, in the public 
mind, and interest and excitement are 
far greater now than at any time in the 
twenty-four hours, in the view of last 
night’s terrors. The Hawes affair has 
almost disappeared and the indignation 
expressed is against Sheriff Smith and 
¡•osee who let go the fearful volley. 
To- 
iay and to-night tfie city is a 
MILITARY ENCAMPMENT. 
The civil authorities have practically 
stepped down and out, and Colonel 
Jones, of Montgomery, with thirteen 
military companies, is absolutely in 
charge of affairs. The jail is guarded 
by troops, with picket lines extended in 
every direction, and at each approach 
here frowns the countenance of a Gat­ 
ling gun. Mounted scouts are sent out 
of the city, and at regular intervals ac­ 
quaint Colonel Jones with the condition 
o f the public mind and the prospects of 
an armed rising by the people. Fire 
"ells sound military alarms and soldiers 
armed with Winchester rifles have driven 
•ark thousands who all day have been 
looking toward the jail. 
In toe meanwhile the citizens have 
not kept within doors; they have con­ 
gregated at the hotels or on the street 
corners and in front of the bulletin 
boards. The streets have been a living, 
maddened masB and a little oratorical 
protechnics could readily organize a 
mob whose duty would be declared to be 
to avenge the murder of popular Throck­ 
morton and those who fell with him. 
PETITIONS FOR THE SHERIFF’S ARREST. 
All along the walls of the city are 
posted petitions of various kinds signed 
by thousands of people. One of these 
recites at length the fact that Sheriff 
Smith had butchered in cold blood some 
of the beit citizens of Birmingham by an 
act as unprovoked as unnecessary and 
asked Governor Seay immediately to re­ 
lieve him of his duties as Sheriff. An­ 
other petition by its side reads: “This 
is to hang him ,” and has been Bigned by 
thousands of passers-by. 
Great excitement was caused by a 
funeral cortege through the principal 
highways of one of the viciims of last 
night’s affray. A long procession was 
headed by a brass hand playing solemn 
dirges. The postoffice building is draped 
in mourning, and makes a mute appeal 
to every passer-by. 
The military were called upon to ar­ 
rest Smith and the others implicated, but 
this was refused and finally about ~ 
o’clock a citizen went before a justice of 
the peace and swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of Smith and his Deputies on 
tho charge of murder. This was served 
by the Coroner who found Smith in jail, 
and the Coroner took charge of the jail, 
and in his custody that institution is at 
present. 
A SENSATIONAL RUMOR. 
During the afternoon the rumor be­ 
came widespread (hat 1,500 miners from 
Pratt mines, about five miles from Bir­ 
mingham, would after dark march to tbe 
city armed with guns and pistols and 
dynamate cartridges, and with the in­ 
crease to their ranks that it was ex­ 
pected, assault the soldiers and with 
dynamite blow the jail to atoms. The 
military do not fear the|uttempt. There 
are already thirteen companies here 
under command of Colonel Jones, and 
five others will arrive by special train at 
midnight. 
This morning the City Council, iu 
special session, ordered that all saloons 
and drug stores be closed until further 
notice. A meeting of prominent resid 
ents, held this evening, issued an ad­ 
dress urging all their lellow citizens to 
abstain from further riotous demonstra­ 
tions, refrain from congregating in the 
streets and let the law take its course. 
Colonel Jones issued a general order of 
tbe same tenor, and warned the people 
tiiat under orders from the Governor any 
further acts of violence, no matter in 
what directiou, will be Bternly sup­ 
pressed. 
THE MOB FIRED FIRST. 
I 11 an interview Ihis evening Sheriff 
Smith said : “ Wo begged and pleaded 
with the crowd to keep back, and then 
they fired the first shot. Several shots 
were fired by the crowd before I gave the 
order to fire. We begged them to halt at 
the mouth of the alley, and they still 
kept coming on. We begged them to go 
back, and time and again warned them 
we would 
6hoot, 
but they would 
not 
listen 
to us. 
They came 
half 
way 
up the 
alley close 
to the jail and shouted : “ Blow* up the 
jail with dynamite;” “ Blow up the jail 
with dynamite.” After all this and after 
they opened fire I gave the order to fire. 
They continued after we ceased. I feel 
that we could not have done anything 
else under the circumstances, and I 
deeply regretted the necessity.” 
Chief of Police Richards, who was in 
jail, corroborated the Sheriff’s story. 
The officers who took part in tho affair 
stood in small groups and talked in sub­ 
dued tones. It was a terrible experience 
and one they will not soon forget. 
IN THE HOSPITALS. 
At the drug stores, physicians’ offices, 
hospitals and undertaking-rooms to-day 
heartrending scenes were witnessed. 
Some strong men, in the agonies of 
death, groaned aloud while skilled phy­ 
sicians did all that could be done to re­ 
lieve their sufferings. Men who had ju-t 
been roused from sleep by the noise of 
the terrible affair crowded around the 
operating chairs searching for friends or 
relatives. 
At Lockwood & Miller’s 
three bodies lay side by side, and thou­ 
sands of people came to look at them. 
Nearly all tho physicians in the city were 
Hummoned to attend the wounded 
amounting probably to fifty in all. 
THE SITUATION AFTER MIDNIGHT. 
Later—At 1 :30 a. m . the situation is 
better than at any time for tho past forty- 
eight hours. A steady rain has been 
falling all day and continues. 
Tbe 
crowdB have disappeared and now little 
fear is felt. The scenes about the mili 
tary headquarters are very unusual, 
nickets are kept posted aud none can 
pass through the lines without a per­ 
emptory halt and the display of a pass to 
the corporal of tho guard.

Letters 
sent to her elicit no reply and it is feared 
she has gone into a convent, as she is a 
very devout Catholic. 
The officers of the Woolwich Garrison 
recently invited Charles Marvin to de­ 
liver a lecture on the cutting of Russia’s 
road to India. Marvin accepted the in­ 
vitation and made the necessary arrange­ 
ments, but the war officers learning of 
his intention, inteifered and refused per­ 
mission to deliver the lecture.

in^et ings, held seventy-five men ready 
for instant duty, and each outlying sta 
tion held twenty-five more prepared for 
any emergency, but the necessity for 
these preparations did not become ay 
parent at any tim e during the day 
There waB but one meeting and it was 
practically under the auspices of the 
police. This took place at Thalya Hall 
It was to be ostensibly a m eeting of dele­ 
gates from the three Socialistic Sunday 
schools now in existence, and the ob­ 
ject was to form an organization to 
take charge of secular Suuday scl 
Four hundred people were presenl. 
it could hardly be said that the meeting 
was confined entirely to the objects for 
which it was convened. 
Captain Hallo­ 
way, in charge of twenty-five men, was 
present, but he saw fit to let the meeting 
run its course without deeming it neces­ 
sary to interfere. All the proceedings 
were in German, and they consisted in 
the adoption of a series of resolutions, the 
gist of which was an em phatic denuncia­ 
tion of capitalists, and also the condem ­ 
nation of the action of the police in stop­ 
ping Sunday meetings. 
Beyond 
this 
nothing of a sensational character oc­ 
curred. 
Grieff’s Hall was really the center of 
operution for the police. 
It was here 
that George Engel, in 1880, proposed the 
teirible scheme by which the city was to 
be looted and the police destroyed, and 
it was this m eeting which practically de­ 
cided that which followed on May 4th in 
H aym arket Square. 
Here to-day was to 
take place a meeting of the Arbeiter 
Bund, composed of the most radical of 
the Anarchist elem ent in Chicago, and 
it was this proposed meeting which 
led 
to 
the 
interdiction 
of 
all 
other meetings of Anarchists, whether 
held to-day or any other day. 
As early 
as noon a double force of police was de­ 
tailed in the neighborhood, and their 
duty was to keep the crowds moving, and 
police in citizens’ clothing, from Captain 
Schaack’s district, who were well ac­ 
quainted with the Anarchists and their 
me hr.ds, mingled freely everywhere. 
Members of the Bund put in an appear­ 
ance usually in pairs and wended their 
way to the saloon kep: by Grieff, and at­ 
tem pted by force of good strong German 
to convince the proprietor that there 
would be no trouble if he perm itted 
them to hold a meeting, but Grieff was 
not open to conviction on this score, and 
he adhered strictly to what he hail 
promised Superintendent H ubbard yes­ 
terday, bv flatly refusing to open his 
hall. 
' 
Several attem pts were made to obtain 
Floras and Zsph’s halls, but adm ission 
to these was also flatly refused by the 
owners. 
Police will still be kept in re­ 
serve throughout the night, and every 
precaution will be taken to prevent any 
secret meetings.

People Within the Walls o f 
the Couuty Jail. 


ELEVEN CH áK SK D W ITH MURDER. 


One Court Not Sufficient to Give 
the Cases a Speedy 
T rial. 


The number of the county’s boardeis 
who are kept against their will at tlu> 
hotel on New High street has been con­ 
siderably diminished of late owing to the 
comparative im munity from crim e which 
the city has enjoyed during the summer. 
There are at present lees than two hun­ 
dred persons confined w ithin its walls, 
the exact number yesterday being 199. 
The great majority of these are vagrauts 
or those serving time on petty offenses. 
Owing to the crowded condition of the 
docket of Departm ent No. 1 of the Su­ 
perior Court, where all cases of a crim­ 
inal nature are tried, a much larger num­ 
ber are held to answer from the justices’ 
courts than would bo the case if the law 
business of^the county were brought up 
to date. 
. 
Since the untimely departure of Fritz 
Anschlag, the County Jail has not held 
any prisoner to whom much public in­ 
terest is attached. 
There are eleven 
who are charged with murder. Four of 
these are United States prisoners, In ­ 
dians and half-breeds, who are to be 
tried for the murder of their medicine 
man. 
The affair took place on the 
Tulare Indian reservation, in Tulare 
county, about six months ago. 
They 
are 
Salt 
Lake 
Pete, Billy W haley, 
Pancho Francisco and Juan Chino. 
On the 19th of last June Erastus Hau 
kins killed a man by the name of Ever­ 
son at Florence. 
His trial has been co; - 
tinued from time to time on account oí 
the absence of im portant witnesses, and 
will come off on the 20th of this month. 
David Leiva, who is charged with kill­ 
ing an old man by the name of Lopez on 
the 14th of October at Verdugo Cañón, 
will be tried on January 10th, and Louis 
Leiva, who was concerned in the same 
affair, on the 16th of the month. 
Stephen Smith and Charles Gassen. 
two Pasadena boys, are waiting to have 
their case set and bail fixed for the al­ 
leged killing of a young Italian boy near 
Glendale on the 3rd of last month. The 
last addition to the list of thoee to be 
tried for m urder is William Lannigan, a 
San Fernando laborer, who jumped on 
the stomach of another laborer by the 
name of 
Stick, after the two had 
quarreled over politics the day of the 
National election. 
He comes up for trial 
on the 23rd of January. On the 24th of 
July Charles Grasso stabbed a Mexican, 
with whom he had had a quarrel, iu the 
neck at San Pedro, 
A week or two later 
the man died of the wound, and Grasso 
will be tried for the crime on the 19th of 
next month. 
There are two men who are charged 
with manslaughter, Harry Wicks and 
Arthur Weyerman. 
Another, Wilson, 
who shot Frank Robinson, is out on leg 
bail. W eyerman’s case comes on for trial 
January 19th. 
The United States Court has eighteen 
Íirisoners at the jail, of whom one is held 
or illegal voting, four for m ufder. as 
noted above, and the rest for selling 
liquor to Indians. 
For assault to murder there is Jesus 
Duarte, who is now serving a preliminary 
sentence of forty days for disturbing the 
peace. 
Henry Coffey, charged with the 
Bame offence, is out on bail and his case 
will come up in Departm ent 2 this week. 
Alphonso May, xho is charged with 
having made an assault upon his wife 
with a deadly weapon on the 8th of Oc­ 
tober, haB been in iail ever since. 
His 
case will come before D epartm ent No. 2 
this week. 
Thomas Williams will be tried on the 
30th of January for a burglary said to 
have been committed on the 20th of Oc­ 
tober. 
Several are charged with robbery or 
attem pts to commit that crime. Thomas 
Kelley and Jam es Wilson were tried for 
the offense last week and found guilty. 
Their conviction involved one of the beet 
pieces of detective work done for some 
time, and will discourage other profes­ 
sionals of the sand-bagging variety who 
are planning to make this city their 
headquarters. They will be sentenced 
to-morrow. Jam es 8weeny, of the same 
gang, pleaded guilty and will be sen­ 
tenced Wednesday. John L. Thornton 
and Sam Venable, two Negroes who 
“ rolled” a drunken man in a saloon on 
First street a couple of m onths ago, are 
awaiting trial for robbery, and James 
Giffens for an attem pt to commit the 
same crime. 
One night last July John W hite was 
discovered in the bedroom of a lodging- 
house going through a bureau to see 
what he could find. He says he was 
drunk and'bought he was in his own 
room. Unable to give bail he has waited 
nearly five months for a trial. H is case 
will be tried next Friday. 
For grand larceny there are Charles 
Gray and Lorenzo Themme, who are ac­ 
cused of stealing honey from a ranch 
near Pomona. They w ill plead to-day in 
Departm ent 1 ; Joseph Joues a former at- 
taché of Sells circus, w ho is accused of hav­ 
ing stolen valuables is here incarcerated 
and Frank Garcia, who has been con­ 
victed and awaiting sentence. 
Against John E. Littlemore there is a 
charge of attem pted ars m , which is said 
to have been committed on the 5th of 
November on a barn belonging to A. E. 
Chapman, of San Diego. 
One other criminal of importance is 
Dr. La Fonda, of Pasadena, who, having 
been found guilty of rape and sentenced 
to five years, is now waiting to see 
whether his lawyers can help him any 
way before he goes north. 
There are four women confined at the 
ja il: Dottie Barretto, who is charged with 
having stolen a sealskin sacque; Frances 
Kelley, accused of grand larceny; Mary 
W ard, a chronic vagrant, and Ah Noy, a 
Chinawom an, who is wanted at Santa 
Barbara for grand larceny. 
There are several county prisoners 
who are serving; extra long sentences, 
that method being preferred by the local 
justices rather than to hold them over 
and allow action by the Superior Court. 
Charlie Robinson, of Pomona, who stole 
some buggies, is doing penance on a 
sentence of six m onths and a fine of 
$500, the latter being translated into 500 
days—a total of 680 days. 
Billy Forrest 
has 500 days for committing an assault 
and the notorious Jim Jones, who stole 
some ham s a short time ago, has a good 
part of six months still ahead of him . 
Several ‘ Macs” are in for 100 days. 
From this review it will be seen that 
the total num ber of offenders yet to be 
dealt with by the county is pretty large 
for one court. A few have been omitted 
where the crime was not of a serious or 
im portant nature.

BENEVOLENT LADIES. 


A ll E x c e l l e n t

At the annual meeting of the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society, Mrs. C. Ducommun, 
President, delivered her annual address, 
which was most interesting. 
In it she 
said : At the end of a year’s work noth­ 
ing is left us but a depleted treasury, a 
good conscience, experience, and the 
privilege of making a report. The re­ 
port can merely give the experience and 
the lessons it has taught, and let it bn 
known that we have done what we 
could. 
During the year help has been 
given in about 266 cases, to the amount 
of $2,218 56, leaving the small bal­ 
ance 
on 
hand 
of 
$189 39; 
l>e- 
sides 
quantities 
of clothing 
which 
have been received and distributed. 
For several years this society has hoped 
to provide a Home for the Friendless, 
which should shelter the aged and be so 
broad in its character as to open its doors 
to all cases of real worth applying for its 
protection. 
Last spring an application 
was made to the city for a donation of 
certain lots upon which to erect a suita­ 
ble building. 
Encouragement was given 
and we were promised that as soon as 
we were ready to build the land would 
be furnished. 
Some publicity was given 
to our plans at that tim e, and an explan­ 
ation may be necessary, since no further 
steps have been taken in the matter. 
The removal of the poor farm to new 
and commodious quarters in the country 
affords a comfortable refuge that may 
well fill the place contemplated by our­ 
selves. 
Here wholesome food and med­ 
ical attendance will be provided by the 
county to such persons as would have 
reasonable claims 
upon 
our Home. 
W hen they are able to w ork there will be 
plenty to be done upon the farm. 
The 
□ecessaries which we should have liad to 
tax our generous citizens in order to pro­ 
vide would be paid for with the sum set 
aside by the county for that purpose. 
A 
committee can be appointed from our 
own society to provide delicacies in the 
way of food and clothing to such persons 
as may seem to require them . The 
Supervisors have dealt most generously 
and courteously with us in our many de­ 
mands upon them in the past, and we 
are confident would afford us every 
facility for supplementing their work in 
the manner suggested. 
Again, we wished to make our work 
broad, but not too broad. The climate 
of Southern California has become noted 
throughout the United States, until all 
pauperdom, at least, has become con­ 
vinced that it is an ideal winter home. 
Town authorities in many places have 
shipped paupers to us, as the cheapest 
wav of getting rid of them . Arriving 
without funds, the first anxiety of such 
tourists is to seek the Ladies’ Benevo­ 
lent Society and solicit help. For months 
the President’s house has been besieged 
by a continuous procession of persons 
having no claim whatever on our State 
or county. A Home in Los Angeles on 
a purely benevolent basis would be con­ 
sidered a proper sanitarium for all of 
this class and would attract a host of 
such people who would become depen­ 
dent upon somebody. 
Do we not do 
well to abandon all thought of establish­ 
ing a new Home ? 
Indiscrim inate alms-giving cannot be 
too deeply deplored. The object of true 
charity Bhould be to discourage the spirit 
of pauperism and to help only so far that 
the recipient may help himself. 
In 
answering door-calls for help it will fre­ 
quently be found upon inquiry that the 
person has already been to the society 
and been refused, or helped for a time 
and aid withdrawn. 
By application to 
us personally or by telephone, you can 
generally find a good teason for such ac­ 
tion. 
Many persons consider the giving 
of a small sum, 10, 25 or 50 cents, too 
trivial for inquiry, and so give that which 
really does injury instead of good, by en­ 
couraging the lazy and worthless. 
Two dollars a year rnakeH any person a 
member of the L. B. S. 
For that sum 
we assume the responsibility of giviDg 
prompt investigation to all cases sent to 
us, and in worthy instances to provide 
assistance. 
Should the individual be­ 
long to a special order or nation, the 
proper officer will be notified by us. 
In 
case of sickness, medicine and attend­ 
ance is always given. 
Railroads tickets 
are furnished if there are friends able 
and willing to assume the case in an­ 
other place. 
Thoughtful persons will be somewhat 
surprised to learn tnat during the past 
year, while our old established charities 
have been putting forth every effort to 
get money to carry on their work, and 
meeting the constant cry of “ hard tim es” 
several thousand dollars have been sent 
from our city to Algeria to establish a 
mission, to Canada for orphans, and to 
India 
for 
child 
widows, 
etc., etc. 
That these objects are worthy we all 
adm it, and that those who can do their 
share for our home missions, home 
orphans and home poor are properly 
subscribers we also subm it, but thoee 
who subscribe to foreign miesions to the 
neglect of our own are as culpable as the 
man who allows his own family to suffer 
while he treats his friends to delicacies. 
The population of our city has in­ 
creased so rapidly that there must be 
many new-comers who have not united 
themselves with any beuevolent organiz­ 
ation. 
An earnest appeal is made that 
all such would give at least the two dol­ 
lars a year that would make them mem­ 
bers of our society. 
All cases then ap­ 
plying for aid can be sent to our officers 
and due investigation made.

E d it o r s H e r a l d—Everybody iu Ri­ 
vera is happy. The country looks lovely 
since the rain. Our place is putting on 
j quite a town appearance. The railroad 
company have a beautiful depot and 
packing house, which cost $7,000, nicely 
painted and beautifully finished with 
tinted plastering, a depot that any town 
in the county would be proud of. The 
town company is building a large two- 
story hotel which occupies five lots on 
the corner of Topeka and Main streets. 
West of the hotel are two nice churches, 
also two two-story houses just completed, 
and just beyond is ’he school house. 
Here and there you will see tents among 
the walnnt trees that cover the town 
property, for people are moving in here 
and living in tents until they can build. 
There are six houses under way now, 
which is pretty good for a little town 
these dull tim es; is it not? 
Rivera is ten miles from Los Angeles 
on the Santa Fe Shore Line to Han Diego, 
situated in the center of a highly culti­ 
vated 
country, 
possessing 
unlimited 
water and no alkali. This is the banner 
section for walnuts, figs, oranges, corn, 
alfalfa and potatoes. The road to Sau 
Diego has been completed through here 
only about four months, and the produce 
shipped from here in one month has 
lasen eighty-six car loads, and goods re­ 
ceived ten car loads. 
I have been told 
there will be 100 car loads of oranges to 
shipfrom here this season. There will be 
twenty-five or thirty car loads of corn 


shipped soon, besides potatoes and hay. 
Twenty-five carloads of walnuts and fif­ 
teen of wine have been shipped (his falk 
With such a wonderfully 
productive 
country us this we expect our town to go 
right ahead, as it has all it needs to hack 
it. To hear the talk on the streets one 
would think we are on the eve of a boom 
such as other towns hud a year or two 
ago. 
Mr. Smith, the pioneer grocerv 
man here, has just built an addition to 
his store to give room for his increasing 
trade and has employed a clerk; he 
keeps the postoffice also. 
In the Town 
Hall building are two stores that are 
doing a nice business and the proprietors 
of the meat market are well pleased with 
their prospects. 
We have a'so a board­ 
ing-house, bverv stable, saloon, black­ 
smith shop, lum ber yard, etc.

The railroads bring 
three carloads of chickens, a total of 
about 3,000 birds, into Los Angeles county 
every week from the East, eo that the 
possible opportunities for chicken ranch­ 
ing here that have so often been urged in 
these columns will be reudily seen.
